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VBPS considers 
selling property 
for pot shop

As soon as the zoning for marijuana 
facilities in the city of Belleville was 
announced, two to three people called the 
Van Buren Public Schools right away. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak explained 
the situation at Monday’s regular school 
board meeting in which he asked the 
board to consider putting the nine acres 
of the former Career Technical Center on 
Sumpter Road back on the market. 

The property is one of those within the 
zoning district for marijuana businesses. 

After a lively discussion Monday, the 
board agreed to not take action yet and to 
wait until its next meeting on Feb. 8 to take 
a vote on putting the property back on the 
market. 

Meanwhile, they will check with their 
friends and relatives on how they feel 
about a school district selling property for 
a “drug store.” Supt. Kudlak agreed to put 
out a parent survey for input from parents 
throughout the whole district, not just the 
city of Belleville. 

Supt. Kudlak said a person in California 
used Google Earth to check out the 
property and saw the for sale sign with the 
school district’s real estate agent and his 
number. They called Paul Armstrong and 
the property has been shown three times 
recently. But the property had been taken 
off the market by a school board vote. 

Kudlak said the CTC had been put up 
for sale and there was hardly any interest. 
The district had planned to build a new 
warehouse on the property where the Early 
Childhood Center is being built next to 
the high school. But, for various reasons 
the childhood center building was moved 
north to Davis Street there was no longer 
room for a warehouse.

VBT moves forward on plans for new rec center

A large community feasibility study, that 
was OKed in March 2019 to find out what 
the public wanted in a recreation center, 
was appreciatively received by the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees at its 
Jan. 19 Zoom meeting. 

After a short discussion, the board 
members each gave a thumbs-up to end 
discussion on the project and to send the 
proposal for a recreation center to the 
Recreation Committee for an indepth study 
and comments and then put specificiations 
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together, go out for bids, hire a project 
manager who would hire contractors and 
present a guaranteed contract price. 

The board would vote on the details 
before sending the specs out for bids. 

The bids are expected to go out this 
fall and the building, estimated to cost 
$7,256,765, would be constructed in 2022. 

Director of Public Service Matthew Best 
presented the completed study to the board, 
saying after a year and a half of work and 
significant input from people and staff, it is 
ready to consider. 

He asked for discussion only but the 
board pressed to move forward. 

Director Best said the feasibility study 
and the details for the proposed recreation 
center would be put on the township 
website the next day for residents to study. 

The feasibility study and proposed 
building was put together by the team of 


architect Bert Koseck, Plante Moran Cresa 
representative Robert Stempien, and Marc 
Russell of Russell Design, who were hired 
as a team by the township. 

The building would be a south wing 
attached to the senior center that would 
include a large gym with a running/ 
walking track above the gym on a second 
level, locker rooms, a workout/weight 
room, meeting rooms that could be rented 
out for birthday parties, a child-care room 
and outdoor plaza. 

The existing building would be renovated. 
The wing would sever the loop around 
the present building that leaves the parking 
area at the police department open to 
the public. A gate would keep the police 
parking lot secure for safety purposes. 

The gym would be double the size of 

the current gym and taller for soccer play.

The board decided to take the CTC property 
off the market and keep the warehouse where 
it is. They also voted to demolish the building 
adjoining Sumpter Road. 

Kudlak said in November Belleville voters 
passed an ordinance allowing dispensaries for 
marijuana in certain areas and, “Our property 
sits right in the middle of it.” 

He said the property had first been listed for 
$750,000, on Armstrong’s recommendation. 
The price had been reduced to $725,000 and 
finally to $650,000, when there was little 
interest. 

Recently, he was offered cash for the most 
recent land price and then, it went up to $1.5 
million to $1.6 million. 

Kudlak said if the district sold it now, “It 
would be a facility that sells marijuana.” 

In the board’s packet was the front page of 
the Dec. 17 Belleville Area Independent with 
a map of the area approved for marijuana 
shops, with the district’s property in the 
middle area. 

“We’re the southern-most property,” Kudlak 
said. 

“If we’re choosing to list it at that price, 
the top bidder would be a marijuana facility,” 
Kudlak said. 

He said they would have to figure out where 
to move the warehouse and there is space 
on the school property at Owen, Elwell, and 
Haggerty. The location wouldn’t be as good 
as what they have now, he said. 

Kudlak said the negatives would be the 
district has to move the warehouse and that 
they would be selling it to someone who sells 
marijuana. 

Board president Amy Pearce said the school 
district didn’t make the decision on the zoning 
and that decision was made by the city. 

“My concern is how you feel about having to 
move the warehouse,” president Pearce said. 
“If our school district can bring $1 million for 
that property, I'm in favor." 

Treasurer Simone Pinter said the district has 
signs on every one of its properties saying 
"this is a drug-free facility" and if the district 
sells the property they are going to put in a 
drug store and with that comes the riff raff. 

“T’m representing 25,000 people and their 
students and am I telling them it's OK to sell 
drugs outside the school door?" treasurer 
Pinter asked. 

Secretary Darlene Gerick asked if the board 
is being fiscally responsible if it can get $1 
million for the district. If the district turns 
down the money, the car wash could get it, 
she said. 

Pinter said being fiscally responsible is 
good, but her concern is the children. “We are 
selling it as a school,” she said. 

Secretary Gerick said if the school still had 
the property listed, it could have been sold 
without the district knowing what it would be 
used for. 

Pinter said they would be putting drugs right 
outside the doors to three schools. 

Pearce said this is not within 1,000 feet of 
the schools. 


“T can tell them you can’t use drugs in 
school, but I’m going to sell drugs” close by, 
Pinter said. 

Pearce said the decision was made outside 
the board’s level and the Belleville City 
Council made the decision. 

"It's legal,” said Kelly Owen. “We’re not 
selling anything illegal ... We took it off the 
market and they approached us. It’s not illegal 
and I don’t see an issue with it.” 

Calvin Hawkins said he thinks about the 
revenue for the school. He said he’d like to 
get a view of the residents of the community. 

“We do not have to vote on this tonight,” 
agreed Pearce, adding they can go out and 
talk to people in the community. 

Dionne Falconer asked how the district 
would spend the money besides building a 
new warehouse. 

Kudlak said the district would decide on 
how they want to spend it and they can spend 
it anyway they want. They would have to 
build a warehouse. 

James Williams said for an 8,000-square- 
foot building it would be about $750,000, 
“but it would be brand-new, up to date, and

list present salaries 


These are the teachers, administrators, 
and other staff members and their annual 
salaries as of Jan. 1, 2021 as reported 
by National Heritage Academies which 


operates Keystone Charter Academy 
located on Bemis Road in Sumpter 
Township. 


Teachers and administrators in the State 
of Michigan are required to be named and 
their wages listed for the state registry. 

These teachers and administrators 
working at Keystone Academy are hired 
and paid by National Heritage Academies 
in Grand Rapids. Under the law, NHA is not 
required to give out any more information 
than what is in the state registry listing. 

Keystone is a free, public school 
academy serving a current enrollment of 
768 students in grades Y5-8 and operating 
under a charter contract issued by an 
authorizing body — Bay Mills Community 
College. 

The Keystone Academy Board has 
entered into a services agreement with 
NHA, an educational service provider. 

Through this services agreement, NHA 
is responsible to provide for the day-to- 
day operations and staffing at the school 
including the school’s leadership team and 
teachers. Consequently, Keystone does not 
have any employees. 

Also, NHA, a private company, does not 
have to reveal individual benefits nor give 
any information on how much employees 
may or may not pay for benefits. NHA has 
sent along 38 pages of listings of benefits 
it offers.

the maintenance would be down for a long 
time.” He said they could find a building 
already constructed and do renovations to it. 

Board members speculated on how long it 
would take for someone to get a license. 

Board vice president Susan Featheringill 
said it has been mentioned that a split of the 
property could be considered to keep the part 
where the warehouse is. 

After more discussion, and agreement to put 
off a decision until after more information is 
gathered, Kudlak said, “How lucky I am to 
have this board.” 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, the 
board: 

* Heard an update on construction of the 
early childhood center and a report on the 
bond funds from Rod Kakoczki of Plante 
Moran Cresa. He said they are looking for 
an October finish. He said structural steel is 
starting to arrive and he expects the roof to 
be on in the middle to the end of February. 
In March the roofing and windows will be 
installed to get it weather tight for inside 
Work; 

* Approved the resignation of Laverne Ellis, 


a district-wide floater paraprofessional, after 
less than a year of service as of Jan. 11 for 
personal reasons; 
* Approved general fund budget amendments; 

* Approved naming the new building now 
under construction next to the high school as 
"The Early Childhood Center of Van Buren 
Public Schools," as recommended by the 
Naming Committee. The committee worked 
through a list of 50 proposed names and got 
a more manageable list after a staff survey 
before coming to a consensus on this name; 
and 

* Tabled the proposed signing of the IRS 
Closing Agreement Form 2848 relating to the 
396 retiree healthcare contributions the ORS 
started collecting years ago and the taxability 
of those deductions. Van Buren has been 
treating the 3% as tax exempt all along, so this 
issue does not impact this district, according 
to Sara Cortese, Director of Finance. But after 
discussion, the board set a special meeting for 
Feb. 4. There is a deadline they are hoping 
will be extended so they will have more time. 
If not, they will make a decision at the special 
meeting.

School Board seeks 
input on sale of its 
land for pot shop 


The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education held a very lively discussion 
at its regular meeting Monday, and it was 
held via Zoom. 

At issue is the nine acres on Sumpter Road 
that houses a school district warehouse, 
along with the former classrooms for the 
career technical center. 

The board voted to put the property on 
the market when it thought the warehouse 
was going to be moved next to the early 
childhood development center near the 
high school. When those plans changed, 
the board took the property off the market 
so the warehouse could stay there. It also 
bid out the demolishing of the tech center, 
which is due to begin shortly. 

Meanwhile, voters in the city of Belleville 
approved an ordinance and change in 
city charter that welcomed the marijuana 
industry to town. The zoning overlay for 
the marijuana businesses are for properties 
south of the tracks and the school district’s 
property is right in the middle. Now, it’s 
worth a million dollars, at least. 

The board has to decide whether to put 
the property back on the market and sell it 
to the marijuana industry — or not. Board 
members decided to give themselves 
another two weeks before deciding what to 
do and to seek out more information on the 
subject before then. 

Tell your board members what you think.

Water 
Department Director Jim Taylor sent in a 
tongue-in-cheek message that the sound 
was not a water main leak. During the roll 
call attendance, when Trustee Boynton 
replied, we heard the water gush.

Also, before that Zoom session that 
was cancelled, Kelly Howey from Plante 
Moran told the city council that the 
building department's fund balance grew 
from $60,842 on July 1, 2015 to $169,000 
on June 30, 2020, with most of that from 
building permits. 

She said the big spike in revenues in 2018- 
19 related to the library construction, which 
brought $70,000 in additional revenue right 
to the bottom line, because the expenditures 
did not increase. She also reported the 
sanitation fund balance was $32,601 on July 
1, 2015 and that has grown to $101,660 on 
June 30, 2020.

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Sumpter attorney to review non-payment of deputy supervisor salary

Sumpter Township Trustee Peggy Morgan 
asked fellow board members to look into 
why new Deputy Supervisor Ken Bednark 
is not getting paid. 

She asked the question during the regular 
township board meeting held Jan. 12 via 
Zoom. After much discussion the board 
voted unanimously to have township

attorney Rob Young look at the situation 
and how the money paid to Bednark at 
first, later was taken away. 

Trustee Morgan said the pay authorized 
by Supervisor Tim Bowman was paid up 
to Dec. 15, when the board cut the deputy 
supervisor's pay. Then, after Dec. 15 there 
were deductions and no paycheck. 

Supervisor Bowman was not at the Jan. 
12 meeting because of a death in the family. 

Morgan said Bowman called her and 
asked her to speak about the problem. 
He said he sent an email asking why the 
township did it and then got advice from 
the Michigan Township Association asking 
if the deputy supervisor's pay can be 
determined by the board. 

Morgan said Bowman told her the MTA 
told him the compensation is based on the 
position, not the person, and the pay would 
stay until the board changed it. 

“He was being paid the same as Karen 
Armatis," Morgan said, referring to the last 
deputy supervisor. 

She said Bowman told her he went in 
and talked to Human Resources Director 
Michelle Bellingham, who reportedly told 
him, “We’re going to make him pay that 


back." 

Morgan said she wondered who “we” was 
and she would rather pay attorney Young to 
look at the issue than have Bednark file a 
lawsuit to get the money returned to him. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said Bellingham, 
Young, and Finance Director Michelle 
Cole talked to the MTA and were told there 
is no pay to any deputy until the board 
approves it. He said emails were going 
around and the trustees got together to call 
a special meeting. 

"No one in the township can approve pay 
but the board," Trustee Oddy said. 

Morgan said Bowman looked into this on 
Nov. 17 and he said the MTA said the next 
deputy that comes into this position is paid 
what the last one was. She said Bowman is 
new to the job and got the MTA opinion so 
he'd know what to do. 

“It has nothing to do with Ken Bednark,” 
Morgan continued. “The very first check 
was $1,200 and then there was nothing 
since and no information from Michelle 
[Bellingham] on what's happening. 

“This ain't Peggy Morgan saying it. It's 
the MTA opinion,” she said. 

“Ken is working for no pay,” said Morgan, 
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adding this is taking bread from his table. 
"He's getting no pay and no explanation." 

Young said he had no conversation with 
the MTA, as Oddy had reported. Young 
said he spoke to Michelle Cole. 

"My opinion would be to continue the 
last pay," Young said. Morgan had said 
Bowman sent out an email earlier that day 
on the subject and Young said he didn't 
find it on his computer. 

Trustee Don LaPorte asked why this 
is being brought up now instead of in 
November when it happened. 

“He should have let us know there was a 
problem," Trustee LaPorte said. 

“This needs to be researched,” said Oddy. 
“It’s not required by law to have a deputy,” 
he said, referring to the supervisor. 

“The MTA said the law is very clear: 
Until the board approves, there is no 
deputy pay," Oddy said. "Did he legally 
get the pay?" 

"On Dec. 15 when this came up, I 
said Ken was paid what the last deputy 
had," Morgan said, adding from Dec. 15 
Bednark's pay rate was set by the board. 

LaPorte said the November memo should 
have been shared. 

Oddy proposed adding this issue to the 
agenda, to review the deputy supervisor's 
pay and if the supervisor had legal authority 
to pay him. 

“T will send the email to Rob after this 
meeting," Morgan said of Bowman's email 
that day. 

Morgan insisted on resolving the issue 
that evening. 

Oddy said "Michelle" has contrary 
information and, *We need to go back to 
the MTA." 

Young asked why Bowman didn't send a 
copy of the MTA email in November. He 
said he could take a look at the issue again. 

" Any other issues?" Young asked. 

"Michelle Bellingham is now making 
him pay back Karen's pay at the Dec. 15 
rate," Morgan said. *He has not received a 
dime since." 

Oddy said Bednark had received pay 
and benefits and the benefits had to be 
paid back because the board took away his 
benefits Dec. 15.

Windows would be carved into the building 
to bring daylight inside. 

The new extension would have a door 
with a entrance cover in the shape of waves 
to tie in with the township’s lake theme. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said the 
new area would generate revenue and it 
would only cost $200,000 more a year than 
now to run the buildings. 

“This covers all we can afford,” Supervisor 
McNamara said. He said the booklets on 
the building were sent to the board first and 
then to the Recreation Committee. 

The plan was to have a Phase 2 that 
would mean more community engagement 
to fine-tune the plan, but the board said the 
feasibility study got lots of input from the 
community and now it is time to let the 
Recreation Committee members fine-tune 
it. 

Clerk Leon Wright said he likes the 
concept and doesn’t see any reason for 
more community engagement. 

“We had that ... and we haven’t had 
anything negative in comments,” Clerk 
Wright said. 

"We're not going to have a community 
up in arms because they don’t want it," 
Supervisor McNamara said, adding if there 
were more community engagement they 
might come up with ideas “we haven't 
thought of.” 

Wright said ideas come with a price. 

“If we are sticking with the goal of paying 
for this with township funds ... We know 
what we can pay for ... We're not looking 
for a Taj Mahal," Wright said. 

McNamara said this can be sent to the 
Recreation Committee and it will take 
three to four months to get everything 
done. Then send it to the architects and go 
out for bids for a spring build. 

Wright said he was OK with that and he 
doesn't want to wait until 2023 to build it. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked do they want 
to go out again to the public and spend 
more money? 

“Utilize the Recreation Committee," she 
agreed. She said the township already did a 
survey and she doesn't know why they did 
it by telephone because it could have been 
done by email. 

“It’s a pretty comprehensive study,” 


said Trustee Kevin Martin. “I agree with 
Trustee Miller and Clerk Wright and I 
agree with Trustee Miller that this is what 
we can afford. I think we have a pretty 
good plan here." 

Treasurer Sharry Budd agreed she'd like 
the Recreation Committee to study this. 
She said there is enough time and new ideas 
could come to the Recreation Committee. 

"We've been hearing the same thing for 
12 years," Wright said, referring to the 
residents' desire for a recreation center and 
his 12 years in office. 

"[ think we should rely on the people 
we've appointed to do this," said Miller, 
referring to the Recreation Committee. 

Architect Koseck said as a designer he 
believes he got good information and he 
has had meetings with the Recreation 
Committee. 

“The public already bought into it,” said 
McNamara. “We don't have to sell them 
on what do we build." 

Director Best said after using the 
Recreation Committee they could bid it 
out before the end of the year and they 
would get a better price at that time. 

"There's going to be lots of changes to 
that plan," Best predicted, adding the goal 
would be to break ground the beginning of 
2022 and open in 2023. 

Wright said the Recreation Committee 
knows the township and the people. 

Trustee Donald Boynton said his concern 
is public safety and where people would go 
if a storm rolls through and the gym folds 
like a deck of cards. 

“Where are folks going to go if a storm 
comes along?" Trustee Boynton asked, 
questioning if it will have a fallout shelter. 

Koseck said, “You made some good 
points ... We'll make sure it's safe... Duly 
noted and should be discussed... Knock on 
wood, we've never had a problem." 

McNamara said they would announce 
the Recreation Committee meetings in the 
paper and social media so the public can 
take part. 

“I expect two, three, four meetings out of 
them," McNamara said. 

Wright said they could meet each month. 

“There are some big holes in that plan 
that I would like changed,” McNamara 
said. 

The recreation center was first discussed 
at length publicly after being brought to 
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the March 4, 2019 work/study session of 
the board by Wright and Miller to see if the 
other board members were interested in the 
project. 

Wright said the fire station bonds will 
come off the rolls in 2022, which free up 
about 6.5 mills. 

“Tt’s time for us to do something for 
the residents who have to put up with 
two landfills — one hazardous and one not 
hazardous,” Wright said. 

“We have to have some type of vision,” 
Wright said, adding he doesn’t think Waste 
Management is going to close down its 
landfill so the township won't get tipping 
fees. He said Woodland is one of the most 
lucrative landfills for Waste Management. 

“I wouldn't bring this forward if I didn't 
think we could do it ... I think it’s time,” 
Wright said. 

"We're not asking residents to pay for it,” 
Wright said, explaining it will be done with 
budgeting. 

During that discussion in 2019, two 
women in the audience supported senior 
citizen walking areas and just a basic 
community center without a pool. 


McNamara had said the cost of 
maintaining a pool would be more than 
they could afford and he was against 
charging residents to use something built 
with their tax money. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she would 
also like it to be a cultural center, and 
everyone seemed to agree.

Morgan said the board voted to take any 
and all benefits the previous deputy had 
away from the new deputy. She suggested 
they check with Bednark. 

Morgan said she was told Bellingham 
said the board members told her to do this. 

A motion was made by Morgan, seconded 
by Oddy, to have the attorney look at the 
pay scale and what was taken away as 
recorded in the Dec. 15 minutes which 
were just approved. 

Oddy said that included any money the 
supervisor had legally authorized to pay not 
taken away until Dec. 15. 
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The motion passed unanimously. 

Oddy said the board needs better 
communication and he received no emails 
from Bednark or the supervisor. 

“They’re keeping the rest of the board in 
the dark,” Oddy said. 

Morgan said it goes both ways and the 
supervisor was not alerted board members 
were going to cut his deputy to half-time. 

She said there were a lot of emails going 
around and, “We should always be CC’d. 
We all work for the residents and I hope 
that happens.” 

In other business at the Jan. 12 meeting, 
the board: 

* Approved updated virtual meetings 
policies and procedures; 

* Approved the annual resolution on 
Wayne County permit A-21044; 

* Approved entering into a memorandum 
of understanding with the Western Wayne 
County Mobile Field Force. Public Safety 
Director Eric Luke said the township has 
belonged for 10 years but now they are 
setting up a budget and it will cost between 
$700 and $1,000; 

* Tabled, as requested by Oddy, the 
requested termination of fire fighter Daniel 
Frost; 

* Approved outfitting two new Ford Police 
Interceptor Utilities through Herkimer 
Radio at a total cost of $13,576.84, with 
Morgan voting no. Director Luke said 
they got the new vehicles a month ago and 
they are a different size inside and the old 
equipment can't be transferred; 

* Removed from the agenda a resolution 
on poverty exemption because the law has 
changed and there will be revisions; 

* Approved dates for the 2021 planning 
commission meetings; 

* Tabled the supervisor's appointment of 
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Eric Partridge to the planning commission 
with a term to expire Jan. 11, 2024; 

* Tabled the supervisor's appointment of 
Sherry Olds to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
as an alternate with a term to expire Jan. 13, 
2024; 

* Tabled the supervisor's reappointment 
of Karen Woodington as an alternate to the 
Board of Review starting Jan. 1, 2021 and 
ending Jan. 1, 2024; 

* Tabled the supervisor's reappointment of 
Katrina Guisgand to the Board of Review 
with a term to expire Jan. 1, 2024; 

* Tabled the supervisor's reappointment 
of Kathie Steigerwald to the ZBA with a 
term to expire Dec. 17, 2023; 

* Approved the Health Care Committee's 
recommendation to approve the Blue Cross 
Network and Delta Dental renewals through 
Burnham and Flower at a total annual cost 
of $393,010.44; 

* Approved the annual exemption from 
Contribution Act 152 of 2011 allowing 
employees to contribute 1046 to their health 
costs, rather than requiring 2096 under the 
Act; 

* Approved removing prior Treasurer 
John Morgan and prior Deputy Treasurer 
Karen Armatis names from the Public 
Services Credit Union and renaming the 
account administrators as Treasurer James 
Clark and Deputy Treasurer Toni Clark. 
Verification is to be given to the board 
when this is completed to show the bonds 
are no longer in the former names; 

* Approved extending virtual meetings 
through March 30 in keeping with 
the governor's extension to the Open 
Meetings Act under the MDDHS Order for 
“Gatherings and Face Masks”; 

* Approved on a 5-1 vote extension for 36 
months of the agreement with Constellation 
Energy Services at $2.93/dth, with Morgan 
voting no. The contract resulted in about 
$8,500 in savings in 2020, according to 
information provided to the board; 

* Approved MIOSHA's Remote Work 
Policies that require any workers that 
can work from home to work remotely, 
as determined by each person's direct 
supervisor. The motion was to include 
acknowledging the Sumpter Township 
Work at Home policy already in effect; 

* Approved going out for quotes to 
replace the current township bulletin board 
at the community center to provide updated 
information electronically as recommended 
by the treasurer and deputy treasurer. 
Deputy Clark said she tried to clean the 
letters to announce the treasurers office 
was open to pay taxes and found the plastic 
letters on the current sign are brittle and 
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hard to clean. Also, there are not enough 
letters to put up complete messages; 

* Turned down a motion, on a 3-2 vote, 
to change Anna Winter's title from Water 
Billing Clerk to Utility Billing Specialist, 
with Morgan and Clark in favor. Young 
said he believed this would be a collective- 
bargaining issue; and 

* Agreed to have the treasurer or deputy 
treasurer consult with the Belleville Area 
District Library on a suggestion to add a 
coffee shop type of service for those who 
use the Library Media Center in Sumpter. 
Young reminded the board that the township 
has leased the building to the library and 
the library determines the use. Clerk Hurst 
said if they're going to put up a coffee shop, 
“I want it a drive-through.” 

Since Supervisor Bowman was absent 
from the meeting, Clerk Hurst served as 
chairperson.
